Frederick A. Stokes Co. have just ready 
“ Gaber,” by Kate A. Benton, a tale of the 
reign of Harun-al-Raschid, Kalif of Baghdad, 
in the year 786; “ The Cambric Mask,” an 
American romance of the present day by 
Robert W. Chambers, and “ The Minx,” by 
Mrs. Mannington Caffyn, a story of English 
society life of which the heroes are a ruined 
English aristocrat and a rich English radi¬ 
cal, both of whom lose their hearts to “ the 
minx.” They have in active prepara¬ 
tion “ Sandburrs,” by Alfred Henry 
Lewis, author of “Wolfville,” another collec¬ 
tion of characteristic sketches that have ap¬ 
peared in newspapers during the past two 
years; “ A Master of Craft,” by W. W. 
Jacobs, author of “ Many Cargoes;” “Marcel- 
le of the Quarter;” and a new story by Clive 
Holland, author of “ My Japanese Wife.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons have just pub¬ 
lished the “ Memoirs of Princess Mary, Duch¬ 
ess of Teck.” This memoir is based on her 
diaries and letters, and is filled with reminis¬ 
cences of Queen Victoria’s court during the 
last fifty years; recollections of most of the 
crowned heads of Europe and of distin¬ 
guished diplomatists, artists and litterateurs. 
The Duchess of Teck was .deeply interested 
in all forms of applied and the higher arts, 
and led in comprehensive philanthropic un¬ 
dertakings. As the favorite cousin she is able 
to give a vivid and personal insight into Vic¬ 
toria’s beautiful life. These two volumes 
will form the most valuable Court Memoirs 
of the last half of this century, and are of con¬ 
siderable pictorial value, being illustrated with 
numerous portraits in photogravure and other 
illustrations from the private collections of the 
Duchess of York, the Duke of Cambridge, 
and the Duke of Teck, the greater number of 
which have never appeared before. They will 
publish before long a novel entitled “ Enoch 
Willoughby,” by James A. Wickersham. The 
scene of the story is laid in the Middle 
West. They will publish next month a story 
by the late Blanche Willis Howard, (Mme. 
von Teuffel.) entitled “ The Garden of Eden.” 
It is said that one reason why the story was 
not offered for publication by the author be¬ 
fore her death is that the novel contains 
certain passages which Mme. von Teuffel 
had written in frankly autobiographical 
spirit. Competent judges who have read the 
manuscript affirm that scenes both of 
American and Continental life are set 
forth with all the charm of intimacy and sin¬ 
cerity.

HARPERS’ WITHOUT THE HARPERS. 

The re-organization committee for the 
Harper corporation has taken the drastic 
measures now usual in financial circles for 
re-organizations. It found the old A-i clip¬ 
per ship, once the leader of the clipper fleet, 
half made over into a modern steamer, but 
with dry rot in the timbers, water-logged with 
debt, short of coal and provisions, officered 
by hereditv and not by promotion, and close 
upon the reefs. It had before run short of 
supplies when Mr. J. P. Morgan had come 
to its relief, as ship’s husband, with the usual 
lien upon the vessel, and later it flew sig¬ 
nals of distress and brought ‘alongside the 
most pushing tug in the modern fleet—but the 
hawser parted before the bigger vessel could 
be towed into port. A valuable part of the 
cargo had already gone overboard—in the 
transfer of the educational books to the 
American Book Company; and it became a 
question whether the once magnificent ship 
could pay salvage costs. The committee has 
planned to put the rudder hard about, to 
place a new captain in full command, and 
practically to hand over the ship to him, by 
way of salvage, if he will bring her safely into 
port. 

In plain English, the committee’s plan elim¬ 
inates the present capital and the present 
control by providing for the organization of 


a new corporation, doubtless under the same 
or a similar name, which shall take over the 
assets of the old concern and provide both 
for the secured and the general creditors by 
the issue of first mortgage and of income 
bonds. Mr. Morgan, and other secured cred¬ 
itors, accept first mortgage bonds at half the 
nominal amount of the old bonds, but furnish¬ 
ing exactly the same security. The unsecured 
creditors are to receive income bond,—that 
is to say, certificates of indebtedness, on 
which interest is to be paid if earned, paying 
such interest at one per cent, for the first two 
years, two per cent, for three years thereaf¬ 
ter, and five per cent, after five years, these 
income bonds to be redeemable at the pleas¬ 
ure of the corporation. The excess of $170,000 
bonds and of any income bonds over gen¬ 
eral indebtedness is to remain in the treasury 
for corporation use. Capital stock is to be 
issued to the amount of $2,000,000, under 
absolute control of the committee, with the 
understanding that a large part of this is to 
go to Colonel Harvey for his services as 
president for the next five years, the stock 
being meantime in a voting trust, compris¬ 
ing Mr. Morgan, Alexander E. Orr, and Col¬ 
onel Harvey. It is stated, although this is 
not evident in the plan, that a cash capital is 
thus provided of $175,000 in addition to the 
$170,000 first mortgage bonds in the treasury, 
available at need. As foreclosure by the se¬ 
cured creditors might have resulted in leaving 
nothing for the unsecured creditors, this is 
possibly the best arrangement that can be 
made,- although the capitalization of the unse¬ 
cured indebtedness, at par, results in sacrifice 
of interest for the next five years. This is 
closely the counterpart of the re-organization 
plan for the New York Times, under which 
Mr. Adolph Ochs has built up that property 
to its present standing. 

The plan eliminates altogether the Harper 
interest from the Harper house, except prob¬ 
ably as members of the family, who have 
shown by natural selection their fitness for 
the work, may remain in association with the 
new corporation. The committee has re¬ 
garded this as inevitable, and the reasons are 
evident. The cardinal mistakes at Franklin 
Square have been in not facing financial 
facts and not keeping methods of adminis¬ 
tration abreast of the times. Tire large mem¬ 
bership of the several branches of the Harper 
family not only made a drain upon the finan¬ 
cial resources of the business beyond its 
earning capacity, but prevented the enlist¬ 
ment of new force from outside and the de¬ 
velopment into full effectiveness of the force 
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within. The house has suffered necessarily 
from the feeling by the heads of departments 
that strict subordination, and not coordination, 
was expected from them and that responsi¬ 
bility was required, without power to remedy 
existing defects or opportunity of initiative. 
Moreover older servants of the house, as 
notably, Mr. Charles Parsons, the veteran 
art-editor, were not treated with that full 
appreciation, when the occasion for retire¬ 
ment came, which is always a stimulus to the 
succeeding generation. Thus the working 
force was not stimulated to best efficiency, 
while in some cases it was seriously overload¬ 
ed with work, as in the case of Mr. Plenry M. 
Alden, who has borne almost alone the whole 
burden of Harper's Magazine, though acting 
also as reader and general literary adviser for 
the house, while its leading competitor had 
a considerable staff of associate and assistant 
editors. 

The organization of the house, even as a 
corporation, had not been adapted to keep 
the business abreast with the times. The 
journalistic ability inherited by J. Henry Har¬ 
per from Fletcher Haroer, his grandfather, 
did much to keep the Magazine and the Week¬ 
ly in their front place, although even here tra¬ 
ditional habits were a disadvantage. For 
years the Magazine denied itself all revenue 
from advertising, and the artistic develop¬ 
ment of advertising pages was carried out 
by the rival magazines instead of for the bene¬ 
fit of that which had led in art development. 
This conservatism produced sometimes cur¬ 
ious results; for years it was said that the 
Harper establishment and the Department of 
State were the only institutions in America 
which did not use the typewriter—but the 
typewriter had to come. For some years past 
the house has not undertaken any great lit¬ 
erary enterprises, or indeed, except as to 
those made frqm magazine material, published 
any very distinctive books, or pushed vigor¬ 
ously those on its immense list. The old 
fashions of posters and book covers, ad¬ 
hered to for years, were followed by a violent 
change to impressionist work, in which the 
Harper house, instead of “ heading the pro¬ 
cession,” brought up the end of it in almost 
fantastic extreme. It has been chronically 
difficult for the firm to see any other point of 
view than its own, as in the early days of the 
copyright controversy and in certain other 
trade relations, and this produced the impres¬ 
sion of arrogance in trade dealings which 
was not in accord with the genial personal 
character of many members of the famous 
house. Thus handicapped by a family organ¬ 
ization which proved a serious financial drain, 


and also made difficult a thoroughly mod¬ 
ern business administration, the great house 
with all its resources and the magnifi¬ 
cent success in spite of increasing com¬ 
petition, of its leading periodicals, began 
to find it difficult to make both ends meet. 
The thoroughly unsound practice of valuing 
plates as assets at approximately their cost 
proved as delusive as always. 

When the corporation was organized, en¬ 
tirely inadequate provision was made for 
working capital and outside indebtedness, and 
this financial mistake was made worse when 
most of the bond issue of $3,000,000 was 
pledged for loans, realizing little over $1,000,- 
000. It was astonishing that under these cir¬ 
cumstances the house could continue to obtain 
large credit; but its reputation, especially with 
country banks, was such that, except in city 
circles, there was almost as little question 
about Harper paper as about government obli¬ 
gations. The Morgan loan was extended in 
the hope that new blood could bring things 
out right, but the task before the McClure 
combination was too near an impossible one; 
and the various plans for saving the old cor¬ 
poration have now ended in confessed fail¬ 
ure. It has become more and more evident 
that the Harper house could be kept in shape 
as a going concern only by changes of the 
most thorough kind. It will be a serious 
blow to many personal and trade friends of 
the Harper family that the business passes 
from their control—but the trade will hope 
that under the reorganization the results will 
be creditable to the old name. 


One lesson of the Harper failure cannot be 
too much impressed upon the publishing trade. 
No other business man commits the mistake 
of valuing a dead horse as though it were a 
live horse, and deluding himself with keeping 
on his books a live valuation for dead stock. 
As a matter of fact the actual cost of type¬ 
setting, in making a book, ought to be borne 
fully by the first edition or editions, leaving 
as a book asset only the cost of making 
stereotype or electrotype plates from the type 
—which is not greatly above the value of the 
type metal. This is what a merchant in any 
other calling would do, and we cannot too 
often reiterate that it is the only safe method 
for the publishing trade. The same is true 
as to “ plugs ” in the retail trade. The con¬ 
servative bookseller should write off on his 
account all but the residual value of dead 
stock. It is better to face unpleasant facts in 
advance than to wait until they stare you out 
of countenance — and often out of business 
existence. • 
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THE HARPER REORGANIZATION. 
The committee appointed to reorganize 
Harper & Brothers completed its work on the 
16th inst., and on the following day copies of 
the agreement were sent to those interested 
for execution. The plan provides for the 
conveyance of the entire property to a new 
corporation, to be organized under the laws 
of the State of New York, which will be em¬ 
powered to issue the following securities: 

8 1,500,000 first mortgage bonds. 

2,000,000 income bonds with voting power. 
2,000,000 capital stock. 

These securities are to be disposed of as 
follows: 

First mortgage bonds .$1,500,000 

To J. P. Morgan & Co., as security for 

loan of $850,000 .$1,250,000 

To other secured creditors .... 80,000 

To be held in the treasury.... 170,000 

-$1,500,000 

Income bonds (bearing 1 per cent, interest 
for two years, 2 per cent, interest for 
three years and 5 per cent, thereafter) $2,000,000 
To be delivered to general creditors at par, 
the excess, if any, above the amount re¬ 
quired, to remain in the treasury. 

Capital stock.$2,000,000 

To be issued to present stockholders, or as 
may be determined by the committee 
and in consideration of contract with 
George B. M. Harvey for his services as 
president of the company for five years. 

All amounts due authors and all royalties 
are to be paid in full as they become due. J. 
P. Morgan & Co. and the other secured cred¬ 
itors extend the period of their loan for five 
years, the company reserving the right to pay 
all or any part thereof at any time. Upon 
the payment in full of the secured indebted¬ 
ness, the holders of the income bonds shall 
have the right to exchange their bonds for 
new four per cent, first mortgage bonds. 
The stock is to be placed in a voting trust 
for five years, the voting trustees to be J. P. 
Morgan, Alexander E. Orr and George B. 
M. Harvey. 

The report of the committee is signed by 
Alexander E. Orr, chairman; William A. 
Nash, Stephen Baker, William M. Laffan and 
Augustine J. Smith. More than 90 per cent, 
of the claims having been already deposited 
with the committee, the success of the plan 
seems to be assured. 

“ This plan.” according to Colonel Har¬ 
vey, “ reestablishes the house of Harper & 
Brothers upon a financial basis which is abso¬ 
lutely impregnable. It reduces the bonded 
indebtedness from $3,000,000 to $1,500,000 and 
the annual fixed interest charges from nearly 
$200,000 to $55,800. It leaves the reorganized 
company wholly free from floating indebted¬ 
ness, and provides a working capital in cash 
of $175,000, which is supplemented by $170,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds held in the treas¬ 
ury and available for the same purpose. The 
only concessions made are by the secured 
creditors, who permit the payment of inter¬ 
est upon the unsecured claims represented by 
income bonds, instead -of insisting, as they 
might do, upon the application of all net 
earnings to the liquidation of the indebted¬ 
ness which they hold. 

“ If Mr. Morgan had seen fit to take the 
full advantage of his position, he could not 
only have obtained payment of his obligation 
in full, but could have acquired property 
which, after a few years of good management, 
would be worth at least $1,000,000 in addi¬ 


tion. Instead of doing so, he made every con¬ 
cession asked of him in the interest of all 
concerned. Each member of the committee 
has given much time and thought to the en¬ 
deavor to effect an equitable adjustment, but 
Mr. Orr especially, despite the demands upon 
his time as chairman of the Rapid Transit 
Commission, has devoted an exceptional 
amount of painstaking energy to the solution 
of the difficult problem which confronted the 
committee. 

“ The result is the adoption of a plan which 
is equitable in every respect, and which, in 
my judgment, will assure the ultimate pay¬ 
ment of every dollar of indebtedness in full. 
The business of the house has increased daily, 
despite the necessary publicity of its financial 
embarrassment, the expenses have been re¬ 
duced to a point consistent with progress and 
economy, and there is every reason to believe 
that the reestablished house will immediate¬ 
ly enter upon a fresh career of prosperity 
as great, if not greater, than ever before in 
its long and honorable history.” 

The new organization appears to be sole¬ 
ly in the interests of the creditors, no provis¬ 
ion seems to have been made by which the 
members of the old Harper family are to have 
a share in the future management of the con¬ 
cern. 


THE OUTING PUBLISHING CO. 

Caspar Whitney, who in December last 
announced his withdrawal from Harper s 
Weekly and his intention to form a publish¬ 
ing company devoted to the literature of sport, 
travel and adventure, now announces that, 
in conjunction with ten others, he has bought 
Outing and will forthwith become its editor. 
The “ ten others ” are Fletcher Harper, gr'*c t- 
grandson of one of the three original foun¬ 
ders of Harper & Brothers; Robert Bacon, 
one of the Corinthian yachtsmen that sailed 
Columbia against Shamrock; David M. 
Goodrich, captain Harvard '98 Crew; S. R. 
Bertron and Walter Camp, both old Yale ath¬ 
letes ; C. C. Cuyler, the well-known Princeton 
ex-athlete; S. F. Houston, the prominent 
University of Pennsylvania alumnus; T. D. 
M. Cardeza, who lives in Philadelphia when 
not seeking new fields for exploration and 
big game; and Charles Hodgman, an all¬ 
round sportsman of St. Louis devoted espe¬ 
cially to polo and hunting. 

These names suggest the strength of the 
corporation and the character of the maga¬ 
zine likely to result. Apart from writers 
best qualified in the field of sport, pure and 
simple, Outing also includes among its pros¬ 
pective contributors, Rudyard Kipling, Er¬ 
nest Seton-Thompson, Governor-General 
Leonard Wood, Frederic Remington, John 
Fox, Jr., Governor Theodore Roosevelt, C. 
Grant La Farge, Paul Du Chaillu, Richard 
Harding Davis, Paul Leicester Ford, Gil¬ 
bert Parker, W. A. Fraser, F. C. Selous, 
Henry Savage Landor. Owen Wister, Chas.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
Associated press must sell its news. 

In the appeal of the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
Publishing Company against the Associated 
Press the Supreme Court at Chicago ren¬ 
dered an opinion on the 19th inst., remanding 
the case to the Circuit Court, with directions 
to enter a decree to restrain the Associated 
Press from suspending or expelling the peti¬ 
tioner from its membership and from refusing 
to furnish it news according to its contract. 
The opinion, written by Justice Phillips, says: 

“ The corporation has devoted its property 
to a public use, and has, in effect, granted to 
the public such an interest in its use that it 
must submit to be controlled by the public 
for the common good to the extent of the in¬ 
terest it has thus created in the public in its 
private property. All newspaper publishers de¬ 
siring to purchase such news for publication 
are entitled to purchase the same, without 
discrimination against them. 

“ The clause of the contract which sought 
to restrict the appellant from obtaining news 
from other sources than from appellee is an 
attempt at restriction upon the trade and 
business among the citizens of a common 
country.” 

The court finds that the by-law of the appel¬ 
lee corporation which seeks to prevent its 
members from publishing its special or other 
news or receiving news from any person de¬ 
clared by it hostile, is not required for cor¬ 
porate purposes nor included within the 
purposes of the creation of the corporation. 

To enforce this by-law and contracts made 
under it, the court says, would “ enable the ap¬ 
pellee to designate the character of news to 
be published, and, whether true or false, 
there could be no check on it by publishing 
news from other sources.” 

RULING IN RE DEPOSITS OF COPIES OF 

NEW EDITIONS AT THE COPYRIGHT 
OFFICE. 

An opinion was filed by Judge Elmer B. 
Adams, of the United States Circuit Court 
for the Eastern District of Missouri at St. 
Louis, Mo., on the 17th inst., in the case of 
Leverett S. Tuckerman and others, trustees, 
against The Central Lazo Journal and others, 
which is said to be the first judicial decision 
in this country on the question involved. 
Tuckerman is one of the trustees under the 
will of the late James Ware Perry, the author 
of the law book commonly known as “ Perry 
on Trusts,” which was originally published in 
1872, and since that time has run through 
a number of subsequent editions. 

The Central Lazo Journal has advertised, 
published and offered for sale a work com¬ 
monly known as “Beach on Trusts,” which 
work, it is alleged, is an infringement of 
the copyright on “ Perry on Trusts.” A 
bill was filed against The Central Lazv Jour¬ 
nal and the officers of the company, praying 


for an injunction restraining the sale of 
“Beach on Trusts” and also for an account¬ 
ing. 

To this bill a demurrer was interposed on 
the ground that the complainant has failed 
to comply with the requirements of the laws 
relating to copyrights. It was contended by 
counsel in support of the demurrer that the 
copyright law required two copies of every 
subsequent edition of a copyrighted book to 
be filed with the Librarian of Congress and 
that, having failed to do this, the complain¬ 
ants were not entitled to the relief prayed. 

Counsel for the petitioners insisted that the 
law required only that two copies of the 
original issue of a book be filed and that 
for all subsequent editions containing new 
and materially different matter, one copy 
filed with the Librarian of Congress was suf¬ 
ficient compliance with the law. 

Judge Adams’s opinion sustained this view 
of the law. The question has long been a 
subject of doubt among publishers and au¬ 
thors, and no invariable rule has obtained 
among them. Judge Adams’s decision estab¬ 
lishes that the law requires two copies of the 
original edition of a work to be filed with the 
Librarian of Congress and one copy of every 
subsequent edition. 

The case probably will be appealed and may, 
before finallv determined, go to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

A. T. Andreas, who in the sixties pub¬ 
lished a number of excellent county atlases 
and maps, died on the 16th inst., at New Ro¬ 
chelle, N. Y. He was born in Orange County, 
N. Y., in 1838. 

Paul Calmann-Levy, the well-known 
French publisher, died on the 3d inst., aged 
forty-six. He was the senior member of the 
firm, which was established in 1836 by his 
uncle, Michel Levy, and had long enjoyed 
the position of prince of the publishing world 
in France. Among the well-known publica¬ 
tions of the firm may be mentioned the Revue 
de Paris , one of the leading French reviews. 

Franklin H. Russell, one of the pioneers 
of the book trade in the West, died at Lan¬ 
sing, Mich., Jan. 26. He was born in New 
Hampshire in 1820 and went into business 
in Rochester, N. Y., in 1840. In 1856 he 
went to Lansing, Mich., where he secured a 
position as clerk in A. J. Veile’s book store. 
When Mr. Viele retired from the book busi¬ 
ness in Lansing, Mr. Russell bought out 
his former employer’s interest and continued 
the business on an enlarged scale. 

Edward A. Lawson, several years superin¬ 
tendent of Siegel, Cooper & Co.’s New York 
store, died a few weeks ago at Phoenix, 
Arizona, where he Had gone in hopes of 
gathering fresh strength to fight the disease 
which nevertheless carried him off. He was 
buried on the 15th inst. at Ravenswood, Ill. 
Mr. Lawson was born in 1863, and when a 
boy was employed by C. M. Barnes, the Chi¬ 
cago bookseller. La'tef he took charge of the 
book and stationery department of Siegel, 
Cooper & Co., which position he held for a 
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number of years. When his firm opened their 
New York branch they selected Mr. Lawson 
as their superintendent. After two years Mr. 
Lawson was obliged to resign, owing to fail¬ 
ing health. 

Fred Mather, the well-known pisciculturist, 
died on the 16th inst., at Lake Nebagomain, 
Wis. Mather was born in Greenbush, N. 
Y., August 2, 1833. In 1857 he went to Wis¬ 
consin, where he followed the life of a hunter 
and trapper. He served as a volunteer in the 
Federal army from 1862 until 1865. When 
the United States Fish Commission was 
formed in 1872 Mather, who had a fish hatch¬ 
ery at Honeoye Falls, N. Y., was sent for 
to hatch shad for the Potomac River, and was 
made an assistant to the Commission. Mather 
was many times sent abroad by the United 
States Government in connection with fish 
culture. In 1880 he had charge of the Amer¬ 
ican exhibit at the Fisheries Exhibition at 
Berlin. For the last twenty years he had con¬ 
tributed articles on fish culture to Forest and 
Stream and other periodicals. In 1883 he 
was appointed superintendent of the New 
York Fish Commission station at Cold Spring 
Harbor, where he began the hatching of lob¬ 
sters and codfish. He w r as the author of a 
number of books on fish culture. Some of 
them are: “ Men I Have Fished With,” “ Fish 
Culture,” and “ Ichthyology of the Adiron- 
dacks.” In the last-named book he described 
several fishes which were previously un¬ 
known.

W. B. Saunders, Philadelphia, hasjustready 
the “American Year-Book of Medicine and 
Surgery for 1900.” The work is this year 
for the first time published in two volumes, 
the first volume treating of general medicine, 
and the second of surgery. 

Ginn & Co. will publish next month, in 
their International Modern Language Series , 
a collection of short stories by Richepin, Loti, 
and others, of the younger school of modern 
French writers, entitled, “ Contes et Say- 
netes,” edited by T. F. Colin, of Bryn Mawr 
(Pa.)

The writer is 
Charles Gerring, the Secretary of the Not¬ 
tingham Sette of Odde Volumes, who has 
been assisted in his work by Samuel Clegg 
and Percy J. Cropper, fellow members of the 
club. Mr. Gerring has been engaged on 
this work for some time, and the notes and 
sketches of which the book is composed rep¬ 
resent the labor of several years. The late

“ The Fortune of War,” an account of the 
romantic adventures of “ Katherine, daughter 
of Major-General James Patison,” during the 
year which she spent in America during the 
Revolutionary War, by Elizabeth N. Barrow; 
“ Folly Corner,” a new story by Mrs. H. 
Dudeney, author of “The Maternity of Har¬ 
riott Wicken;” “ The Open Road, a little 
book for wayfarers,” a collection of prose and 
poetry, compiled by E. V. Lucas; also an edi¬ 
tion of Baumbach’s “ Sommermarchen,” ar¬ 
ranged for school use by Edward Mey$r.

The book also contains 
an excellent analysis of each of the Gospels 
and is full of plain textual exposition and 
practical suggestions.

It treats of the 
designations of the Old Testament and the di¬ 
visions in it recognized by the New Testa¬ 
ment. The book is a particularly interesting 
and important addition to biblical manuals, 
previous treatises on this subject having been 
for the main part on a large scale and scho¬ 
lastic plan. The Rev. Dr. William Henry 
Greene furnishes an introduction.
